I bis matter was set aside for further consideration in another 
series of recom mendations to be filed by the committee, should 
the people fail to vote down on election day, September I 7th, 
the holding of a constitutional convention. 
Revisionists have prated m uch about the necessity of a 
new constitution to provide m eans for a reduction in the cost 
of government. A pparently the G o v ern o r’s com mittee had 
that thought in mind when recom m ending the abolition of the 
elective offices of Secretary of Internal 
Affairs 
and State 
Treasurer. But others see in this proposal only a sop held out 
to beguile the votes of those w ho are dem anding a decided cut 
in the cost of government, hence lower taxes. 
I hose well 
versed with the situation in Harrisburg saw at a glance that 
the proposed abolition of those offices was a daring political 
gesture having nothing whatever to do with governm ent econ­ 
omies. G overnor Earle w ants to get complete control of these 
two offices because of the vast patronage they carry. I he State 
T reasurer’s office is now m anned with Republicans and the 
Secretary of Internal Affairs office, not of the same Democratic 
faction as G overnor Earle, is hard to handle in the appointment 
line. Besides we have an election for State I reasurer next year 
and the Democrats are seeking this change in the constitution 
undoubtedly with thought of gaining control of this office by 
default. The conclusion being the Democrats are afraid to test 
it out at the polls, but would rather spend of the people’s money 
to the extent of $650,000— the cost to hold a constitutional 
convention— to get it. 
T hat centralization of pow er and the scrapping of home 
rule is a foregone conclusion, if the G overnor Earle revisionists 
win at the polls on election day next week, is shown by the 
recommendation of the advisory com mittee providing that 
"wide powers be given the legislature for classifying and re­ 
organizing local governm ent" and to reduce the constitutional 
num ber of county officers.

Calmer times, 
cooler heads and much less political greed are needed, when it 
becomes necessary to make constitutional changes, in order to 
bring the most good to the greatest n um ber of our people. Ours 
is a good constitution as it is.
